17. (previously presented) The computer-readable medium having 
computer-executable instrucjtions of claim 16 wherein detecting the information 
includes requesting awareness information at a server from the client browser, the 
awareness information corresponding to the information communicated thereto 
from the first web page. 

18. (previously presented) The computer-readable medium having 
cx)mputer-executable instru(|rtions of claim 17 wherein detecting the information 
includes determining whether the awareness infomr>ation is received, and if so. 
wherein operating to communicate the data includes providing state information 
directed to the client applies tion program through the browser.

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28. (previously presented) The computer-readable medium having 
computer-executable instmctions of claim 18 wherein providing the state 
information includes attachitig the state information to a personalized web page 
generated at the server for t|ie client,

computer-executable instructions of claim 16 wherein redirecting the client to 
another web page includes fedlrecting the client to a logon page. 
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
